"Before any suit shall be brought 
for the publication of a libel 
iii any 
newspaper in tills state, the aggrieved 
party shall have at least three days 
before tiling or serving I he complaint 
in such suit to serve not ice on t lie pub­ 
lisher or publishers of said news­ 
paper at the principal office of publi­ 
cation, specifying the statements lo 
the said article which he or they mas 
allege to be false or defamatory. 
It it 
shall appear on the trial of said action 
that the article was published in good 
faith , that its falsity was due to a 
mistake or misapprehension of the 
facts, and that a full and fair reduc­ 
tion of any statement therein alleged 
to ba erroneous was published in the 
next regular issue of such newspaper, 
or In case of daily papers, wit Inn three 
days after such mistake or misappre­ 
hension was brought to the knowledge 
of such publisher or publishers, in as 
conspicuous a place and type in such 
newspaper as was the article com­ 
plained of as libelous, then the plain­ 
tiff in such case shall recover only 
actual damages. 
Provided, however, 
th a t the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to the case of any libel 
against any candidate for a public of 
flee in this state, unless the retraction 
of the charge Is made editorially in a 
conspicuous manner at least three 
days before election,in case such libel­ 
ous article was published in a daily 
papei. lf published in a week!> paper, 
at least ten days before election." 
A law of this kind would do much 
to carry out the declaration of the 
state constitutions that free speech, 
whether by word of mouth or bv tin'! 
lieu, is given all mankind.
